BRITAIN’S SEA FORCE 


WHAT ENGLAND CAN DO IN CASE OF 
AN EMERGENCY

The bristling energy of the British 
admiralty seems to have behind it r>ou»e- 
thing more 
than the complications 
which made the Fashoda incident its 
initial excuse. 
The activity of dock­ 
yards and arsenals, the mobilization of 
battleships, cruisers and torpedo boats, 
and the “ stand by” orders issued to the 
unemployed personnel, must mean the 
preparation tor an emergency greater 
than now stands revealed. 
At no time within toe last two years 
bas the active fleet of the empire been 
unequal to any demands that could be 
made upon it by the first shock of a 
conflict with France single banded. 
Under tho “ two power theory” which 
has kept England’s naval strength su­ 
perior to that of any two of the other 
^reat sea powers, her fighting squadrons 
have .been more thau equal to what 
France or Russia alone could array. 
From either she has nothing to fear, 
nor need her preparations take on any 
unwonted activity. If, however, a com­ 
bination has been formed and the pres­ 
ent settlement of the Marchand ques­ 
tion is only a preliminary to the re­ 
opening of the whole Egyptian ques­ 
tion, in which France is said to have 
the support of Russia, or if the claims 
of Bassia in the east are to be given the 
active support of France, then the mob­ 
ilization of men aud material may he 
understood. 
W ithin a few years Great Britain has 
demonstrated her enormous naval pos­ 
sibilities. The jubilee review was the 
most marvelous parade of transferable 
force the world has ever known, and 
when the ease with which her late port 
gnard squadron was assembled is re­ 
membered the present orders for mob­ 
ilization must be accepted more as a 
proof of her immediate readiness than 
as a measure of ber resources. 
The orders so far given provide for 
the assemblage at Devouport of -even 
battleships and one cruiser; to supple­ 
ment these, six SO knot torpedo boat 
destroyers ure to be commissioned, and 
all the battleships and 
cruisers at 
Portsmouth are taking full crews. This 
last is so distinctly a war measure that 
its meaning is most pregnant, and when 
its significance is fortified by orders 
just issued to send home from the chan­ 
nel squadron, now at Gibraltar, a large 
number of the fleet signalmen, little 
doubt remains that the admiralty is 
preparing to commission not only many 
vessels iii reserve, bat probably some of 
the auxiliary cruisers. 
The dockyards at Portsmouth, Dev- 
onport and Chatham are working day 
and night. the Woolwich arsenal is 
energizing its possible output; over­ 
time has been ordered on new cruisers, 
like the Em Opa and Andromeda, and 
at Dover, among other reported places, 
an experimental mobilization of the de­ 
fences has been carried out with mark­ 
ed success. 
The postponement of naval maneuvers 
this year leaves England with a great 
reserve of coal, and though many ex­ 
cuses were offered for this unusual de­ 
parture in fleet instruction it is under­ 
stood that the authorities have felt that 
something more real than the maneuvers 
of A and B squadrons might at any mo­ 
ment, from complications in the Yel­ 
low sea aud in the Mediterranean, de­ 
mand a prudence of expenditure in this 
“ life of the ship. ” Luckily the British 
fleet need not suffer from a fuel famine. 
The most recent experiences of Eng­ 
land in naval war preparations were the 
resalts of misunderstandings with Ger­ 
many on the Transvaal question, which 
followed closely upon the idle threat 
made in a moment of hot patriotism 
and misguided wisdom. It may be well 
to recall it, quoting the words of an 
American naval officer: 
“ When, under the shock of a dis­ 
turbed diplomacy,” he writes, ‘‘Eng­ 
land was called upon to employ a flying 
squadron needing 8 ,0 0 0 men and to 
commission 
other 
vessels 
requiring 
2,500 men the high possibilities of her 
system were revealed. The flying squad - 
ron was ready for war service in a few 
days—surely in less than a week—aud 
the other ships were quickly aud effi­ 
ciently organized for auy sudden order. 
“ Notwithstanding this sudden de 
mand the admiralty had no difficulty in 
maintaining at their efficient strength 
the crews of the fleet reserve and of the 
dockyard reserve ships in the home 
ports. 
In addition, thousands of men 
undergoing gunnery and torpedo in­ 
struction were in no way interfered 
with and enough men were available at 
the general depots to commission at 
short notice three first olass battleships 
and four first class or six second class 
cruisers. 
“ Nor was it found necessary to re­ 
duce the strength of the British foreign 
squadrons to attain at borne this satis­ 
factory state of affairs, for, besides the 
fact that the squadrons on their respec­ 
tive stations were stronger in ships aud 
men than they had ever been before, 
there was an unprecedented number of 
vessels homeward bound.” —New York 
Herald.

We are furnishing the whole world 
with wire nails. We send them to every 
grand division of the globe and to every 
civilized aud half civilized country— 
even to Germany, France, Belgium and 
Great Britain, where the iron trade is 
supposed by popular fallacy to be fur­ 
ther advanced than iii the United States. 
We send them also to Italy, Turkey, 
Holland aud all the other states of Eu­ 
rope, to all the Central and South 
American states, to Asiatic Russia, 
British Australasia, French Oceauica, 
British and Portuguese Africa, to the 
Boers aud the Sudanese, to Korea aud 
to China, and, strange to say, our lar­ 
gest customer is Japan. 
Nearly one half of the entire export 
of wire nails from the United States 
last year went to the land of the mika­ 
do. This is practically a new industry, 
although Alexander Hamilton in his 
report to congress as secretary of the 
treasury in 1791 with commendable 
pride, called attention to the faet that 
“ the United States are in a great meas­ 
ure able to supply themselves with 
nails and spikes,” which ut that time 
were all made by hand, and most of 
them in chimney corners. 
Machine 
made wire nails appeared in the mar­ 
ked for the first time in 1882. 
In 1888 
they gained popularity and began to 
take the place of cut nails. In 1892 the 
manufacture reached a total of 471,- 
962,000 pounds. 
In 1897 it jumped to 
899,724,500 pounds, ami in 1898 the 
figure will show a corresponding in­ 
crease. 
The export of wire nails may be said 
to have commenced iii 1888, when we 
shipped 1,547,098 pounds to foreign 
countries. The popularity of this new 
product developed so rapidly that dur­ 
ing the fiscal year of 1898, ten years 
later, the exports had reached 22,894,- 
099 pounds. 
The price has been run­ 
ning down with equal velocity. In 1888 
wire nails sold for IO cents a pound; in 
1898 they sell for 2 cents a pound, or 
ii bout the same price that the manufac­ 
turers of Great Britain ask for steel 
rails. 
In Chicago in 1890 the average 
price was $2.51 a keg; in 1898 it is 
$1.36.—W. E. Curtis in Chicago Rec­ 
ord.

Of that we are by no 
means so sure. On the contrary, it ap 
pears far mole likely that, there will lie 
some protracted and pretty vigorous dip­ 
lomatic negotiations before th* 
final 
ownership of that territory and the ex 
act limits of it are determined to the 
satisfaction of all concerned. 
The Bahr-el-Ghazal is both a country 
aud a river 
The river of that name is 
the chief tributary of the Nile from tile 
west aud stuth of the Babr-el-Aziek, 
or Blue Nile. 
It is in itself a large 
stream, more than 500 miles long, aud 
receives the waters of tile Buhr el-Arab. 
Bahr Dembo and other streams. 
The 
country of the same name is the region 
drained by that river aud its tiibuta 
ries. 
It lies in the heart of the conti 
ueut. at the southern edge of the Sudan, 
west of the Nile aud immediately north 
of tho Kongo Free State. 
It is in form 
a triangle, with one side extending 
along the Nile from Mokren-el-Bohur 
to Ludo, another from Mokren-el-Bohur 
along the Bahr-el-Gbazal and Bahr-el 
Aiab to the confines of the independ­ 
ent sultanate of Wadai, and the third 
from Wadai tOvLado, along the water­ 
shed between the valleys of the Bahr 
el-Gbazal and the Ubanghi 
Of these 
sides the first is about 300, the second 
500 aud the third nearly 800 miles 
long 
This region is traversed by in 
numerable streams, is wonderfully fei 
tile and productive and is densely popu­ 
lated. 
It was one of the insist valued 
parts of the Egyptian empire in the 
days when Gordon was governor gen 
oral of the Sudan, and the title of Egypt 
to it today seems indisputable 
The 
gallant Major Marchand traveised it 
with his expedition on his way to Fa 
sheila, aud established posts at half u 
dozen places 
But he was ana hie to 
leave at them effective garrisons, and 
did not, ut course, take such actual pos 
session of the country as would give 
France a title to it, even if it had been 
open to such acquisition by any power 
The dispute will be, then, over the 
boundaries of the province, and espe­ 
cially over the boundary between it and 
the Freuch Kongo. 
That boundary has 
never yet been delimited. It is true that 
in 1890, wheu the German colony of 
Kamerun was rudely regarded as ex­ 
tending up to the Egyptian borders, 
Great 
Britain, acting on behalf of 
Egypt, made a convention with Ger­ 
many, by which tile boundary bot wren 
Kamerun and the Bahr-el-Ghazal was 
fixed at the watershed between the 
two great valleys, as already described. 
The validity of that settlement was 
recognized by Italy aud the Kongo State, 
though Frauce has never accepted it, 
but has, ou the contrary, denounced it. 
Moreover aud this is most to the point, 
France bas since that time pushed the 
borders of her Kongo State up the north 
shore of the Ubanghi to Wadai, seizing 
a vast tract of what was informally 
supposed to be German territory, and 
making Kamerun a mere coast prov 
inoe, cut off at the back by French 
possessions. 
The line formerly traced 
between Egypt and Germany proves, 
therefore, to h»* between Egypt aud 
Frauce, and will have to be traced 
anew 
It ie over that line that the contro­ 
versy will be. That there will be a war 
over it is scarcely to bethought of. The 
matter is eminently one to be settled by 
diplomats and engineers. Not the least 
interesting factor in the problem is the 
formal statement made a few years ago 
by M. Hanotanx, then foreign minister 
of France, that all the territories for­ 
merly under the dominion of the sultan 
aud the khedive must still be deemed 
Egyptian, 
lf that principle be m ain­ 
tained. all the Bahr-el-Ghazal, to its 
widest limits, belongs to Egypt. Aud it 
is not easy to see how M. Hanotanx’s 
successor can fail tom aintain that prim

BRITAIN'S SKA FORCE

AN EMERGENCY

Tho bristling energy of the British 
admiralty seems to have behind it some­ 
thing more 
than the complications 
which made the Fashoda incident its 
initial excuse. 
The activity of dock­ 
yards and arsenals, the mobilization of 
battleships, cruisers and torpedo boats, 
arid the “ stand by” orders issued to the 
unemployed personnel, must mean the 
preparation tor an emergency greater 
than now stands revealed. 
At no tim e within toe last, two years 
has the active fleet of tho empire been 
unequal to any demands that could be 
made upon it by the first shock of a 
conflict with France single banded. 
Under the “ two power theory” which 
has kept England's naval strength su­ 
perior to that of any two of the other 
irreal sea powers, her lighting squadrons 
have .been more than equal to what 
France or Russia alone could array. 
From either she has nothing to fear, 
nor need ber preparations take on any 
unwonted activity. If, however, a com­ 
bination has been formed and the pres­ 
ent settlement of the Marchaiid ques­ 
tion is only a preliminary to tho re­ 
opening of the whole Egyptian ques­ 
tion, in which France is said to have 
the support of Russia, or if the claims ! 
of Russia iii the east are to tie given the I 
active support of France, then the mob- I 
ili/.ation of men aud material may tie 1 
understood. 
W ithin a few years Great Britain has 
demonstrated her enormous naval pos­ 
sibilities. 
The jubilee review was the j 
most marvelous parade of transferable ! 
force the world has ever known, and 
when the ease with which her late port 
guard squadron was assembled is re­ 
membered the present orders for mob­ 
ilization must be accepted more as a 
proof of her immediate readiness than 
as a measure of ber resources 
The orders so far given provide for 
the assemblage at Devouport of seven 
battleships and one cruiser; to supple­ 
ment these, six 80 knot torpedo boat 
destroyers are to be commissioned, and 
ail the battleships aud 
cruisers at 
Portsmouth are taking full crews. This 
last is so distinctly a war measure that 
its meauiug is most pregnant, aud when 
its significance is fortified by orders 
just issued to send home from the chan­ 
nel squadron, now at Gibraltar, a large 
number of the fleet signalmen, little 
doubt remaius that the admiralty is 
preparing to commission not only many 
vessels iii reserve, but probably some of 
the auxiliary cruisers. 
The dockyards at Portsmouth. Dev- 
onport aud Chatham are working day 
and u ig h t; the Woolwich arsenal is 
energizing its possible output; over­ 
time has been ordered on new cruisers, 
like the Em Opa and Andromeda, aud 
at Dover, among other reported places, 
an experimental mobilization of the de­ 
fences has been carried out witli m ark­ 
ed success. 
The postponement of naval maneuvers 
this year leaves England with a great 
reserve of coal, and though many ex­ 
cuses were offered for this unusual de­ 
parture iu fleet instruction it is under­ 
stood that the authorities have felt that 
something more real than the maneuvers 
of A and B squadrons might at any mo­ 
ment, from complications in the Yel­ 
low sea aud in the Mediterranean, de­ 
mand a prudence of expenditure in this 
“ life of the ship. ” Luckily the British 
fleet need not suffer from a fuel famine. 
The most recent experiences of Eng­ 
land in naval w ar preparations were the 
results of misunderstandings with Ger­ 
many on the Transvaal question, which 
followed closely upon the idle threat 
made in a moment of hot patriotism 
and misguided wisdom. It may be well 
to recall it, quoting the words of an 
American naval officer: 
“ When, under the shock of a dis­ 
turbed diplomacy,” he writes, “ Eng­ 
land was called upon toemploy a flying 
squadron needing 8,000 men and to 
commission 
other 
vessels 
requiring 
2,500 men the high possibilities of her 
system were revealed. The flying squad­ 
ron was ready for war service in a few 
days— surely iu less than a week—aud 
the other ships were quickly and effi­ 
ciently organized for any sudden order. 
“ Notwithstanding this sudden de 
maud the admiralty had no difficulty iu 
m aintaining at their efficient strength 
the crews of the fleet reserve and of the 
dockyard reserve ships in the home 
ports. 
Iu addition, thousands of men 
undergoing gunnery and torpedo in 
struction were in no way interfered 
with aud euough men were available at 
the general depots to commission at 
short notice three first class battleships 
and four first class or six second class 
cruisers. 
“ Nor was it found uecessary to re­ 
duce the strength of the British foreign 
squadrons to attain at home this satis­ 
factory state of affairs, for, besides the 
fact that the squadrons on their respec­ 
tive stations were stronger in ships aud 
men than they had ever lieeu before, 
there was an unprecedented number of 
vessels homeward bound.” —New York 
Herald.

Iii 1897 it jumped to 
899,724,500 pounds, aud in 1898 the 
figure will show a corresponding in­ 
crease. 
The export, of wire nails may be said 
to have commenced iii 1888, when we 
shipped 1,547,098 pounds to foreign 
countries. 
Tho popularity of this new 
product developed so rapidly that dur­ 
ing the fiscal year of 1898, ten years 
later, the exports had reached 22,894,- 
099 pounds. 
The price has been ru n ­ 
ning down with equal velocity. Iu 1888 
wire nails sold for IO cents a pound; iu 
1898 they sell for 2 cents a pound, or 
about the same price that the manufac­ 
turers of Great Britain ask for steel 
rails. 
In Chicago in 1890 the average 
price was $2.51 a keg; in 1898 it is 
$1.86. — W. E. Curtis iu Chicago Rec 
ord.

T opic.—“ Christian recreation.” —Ina. xxiv, 
1-10. 
Recreation is becoming more and 
more a necessity as the world advances. 
We live faster, we do more in a shorter 
space of time than our forefathers ever 
did, and in so living aud doing we wear 
heavily on our mental and physical sys­ 
tems. This constant wear and tear de­ 
mands times of resting for recuperation. 
God realized that man would need rest 
amid the laborious duties of life. 
He 
gave us night in which the mind and 
body may receive new strength and 
vigor. He gave os one day in seven as a 
rest day and for a day of worship. In 
these days it is being almost universal­ 
ly conceded that more time even than 
this should be used for rest and recrea­ 
tion. Holidays and half holidays are 
used for this purpose, and wherever 
possible, special seasons of the year are 
used for vacations. A tex*re necessary. 
The constant nervous Krain to which 
the average man today is subjected is 
very wearing. It makes the hauds weak 
and they need to ba strengthen 3d; it 
makes the knees feeble and they need 
to be confirmed. One of the best ways 
to do this is to rest and recreate. The 
Christian most realize this and act ac­ 
cordingly. 
The result of this rest and recreation 
will be increased ability to labor. Thus 
we shall gather increased strength to 
open the eyes of the blind, to unstop 
the ears of the deaf, to make the lame 
man leap as the hart and the tongue of 
the dumb to sing. I f s a false economy 
that provides no place for recreation. 
All work and no play not only makes 
Jack a dull boy. but weakens and short­ 
ens the life work of many a man aud 
woman. 
Iii Christian recreation there should 
be nothing un-Cbristian. 
Recreation 
times are times of temptation. Relieved 
from active work, we may feel some­ 
times relieved of moral obligation. But 
this is certainly not the case. 
We 
should never do at a time of recreation 
what we could not do in the moments 
of the most laborious work for Christ. 
Nor should opportunities to do good be 
neglected at such times. Christ, rest­ 
ing on the well curb in Samaria, did not 
lose the opportnnity to speak to a sinful 
woman about the water of eternal life. 
Rest times often bring to as splendid 
opportunities to speak a word for Christ. 
Let us do it as He did it.

-The 
total enrollment of worldwide Christian 
Endeavor is 54,191 societies, with an 
individual membership of more than 
3,250,000. South Africa is entitled to 
the banner for the greatest proportion­ 
ate increase in the number of societies. 
The junior societies continue to increase 
rapidly. There are now nearly 14,000 
societies in the world. One thousand of 
these are to be found in foreign lands. 
Russia is the only country in the 
world without a Christian Endeavor so­ 
ciety. 
There are 77 mothers’ societies, 45 
senior or graduate, societies, 17 socie­ 
ties in the United States army and In 
volunteers’ camps, 119 societies in the 
United States navy and on board mer­ 
chant ships. Daring the last year 27,- 
686 juniors have become members of 
the church. 
From the intermediate so­ 
cieties 1,518 have joined their home 
churches aud 196,550 from the young 
people’s societies, making a total re-en­ 
forcement of church membership during 
the year amounting to 225,754.—Secre­ 
tary Baer,

|1,S 7 5 a year 
Tbe plan was accepted 
recently. 
Tbe wagon w ill he sim ila r to the 
postoffice wagons in use in the cities. 
The postman w ill start from W estmin­ 
ster in the morning and visit a number 
of sm a ll towns in the vicinity, collect­ 
ing and delivering m a il eu route. 
Any 
farmer livin g w ithin two m iles of the 
road along which the wagon pas.ses w ill 
be a llowed to place a letter box at the 
roadside, in which his mail can be de­ 
posited by the carrier, and from wdiich 
the cuirier w ill take the outgoing mail.

Mall W agon to Collect and Deliver 
Letters on a Thirty Mile Route. 
The postoffice department decided the 
other day to make a new experiment in 
the rural free delivery system, which is 
in effect the establishment of a travel­ 
ing postoffice. Some time ago a resident 
of Westminster, Md., wrote to the de­ 
partment offering to build such a post­ 
office, to be drawn by two horses and 
to establish a system between West­ 
minster and the surrounding villages, 
covering a distance of 80 miles, for 
$1,375 a year 
The plan was accepted 
recently. 
The wagon w ill be similar to the 
postoffice wagons in use in the cities. 
The postman w ill start from Westmin­ 
ster in the morning and visit a number 
of small towns in the vicinity, collect­ 
ing and delivering mail en route. 
Any 
farmer living within two miles of the 
road along which the wagon passes will 
be allowed to place a letter box at the 
roadside, in which his mail can be de­ 
posited by the carrier, and from which 
the carrier w ill take the outgoing mail. 
At several small places where there is 
no postoffice a number of boxes will be 
put ap which w ill practically foiin an 
automatic postoffice. 
The inventor of the scheme will act 
as postmaster and w ill sell stamps, 
money orders, etc., stamp letters aud 
assort them for the mails. 
While driv 
ing out in the morning he will assort 
the mail for delivery, aud when return­ 
ing be w ill prepare it to be placed on 
the train. 
He expects to barely make 
expenses, but the government will pay 
bim a royalty on all similar wagons 
should the scheme be put in general 
operation.

Tho bristling energy of tho British 
admiralty seems to have behind it some­

The activity of dock­

battleships, cruisers and torpedo boats, 
and the “ stand by” orders issued to the 
unemployed personnel, must mean tho 
preparation tor an emergency greater 
than now stands revealed. 
At no time within tne last two years 
bas the active fleet of the empire been 
unequal to any demands that could bo 
made upon it by the first shock of a 
conflict with France single handed. 
Under tho “ two power theory” which 
has kept England’s naval strength su­ 
perior to that of any two of the other 
great sea powers, her fighting squadrons 
have .been more than equal to what 
Frnnce or Russia alone could array. 
From either she has nothing to fear, 
nor need ber preparations take on any 
unwonted activity. If, however, a com­

We live faster, we do more in a shorter 
space of tim e than our forefathers ever 
did, and iii so living and doing we wear 
heavily on our m ental and physical sys 
terns. 
This constant wear and tear cie 
mands tim es of resting for recuperation. 
God realized th at man would need rest 
amid the laborious duties of life. 
He 
gave us night in which the m ind ancil 
body m ay receive new strength anc;, 
vigor. He gave us one day in seven as a 
rest day and for a day of worship. 
In 
, these days it 
boing almost universal 
ly conceded th at more tim e even than 
this should be used for rest and recrea 
tion. 
Holidays and half holidays are 
used for this purpose, and wherever 
possible, special seasons of the year are 
used for vacations. 
A 
re necessary 
The constant nervous strain to which 
the average man today is subjected is 
very wearing. It makes the hands weak 
and they need to ba strengthen id: it 
makes the knees feeble aud they need 
to be confirmed. 
One of the best ways 
to do this is to rest and recreate. 
The 
C hristian m ust realize this aud act ac­ 
cordingly. 
The result of this rest and recreation 
will he increased ability to labor. Thus 
we shall gather increased strength to 
open the eyes of the blind, to unstop 
the ears of the deaf, to m ake the lame 
man leap as the h art and the tongue of 
the dumb to sing. Ifs a false economy 
that provides no place for recreation 
All work and no play not only makes 
Jack a dull boy, but weakens and short­ 
ens the life work of m any a man aud 
woman. 
Iii C hristian recreation there should 
bo 
nothing un-Christian. 
Recreation 
tim es are tim es of tem ptation. Relieved 
from active work, we may feel some­ 
tim es relieved of moral obligation. But 
this is certainly not the case. 
We 
should never do at a tim e of recreation 
w hat we could not do in the moments 
of the most laborious work for Christ. 
Nor should opportunities to do good lie 
neglected at such times. 
Christ, rest­ 
ing on the well curb in Sam aria, did not 
lose the opportunity to speak to a sinful 
woman about the w ater of eternal life. 
Rest tim es often bring to as splendid 
opportunities to speak a word for Christ. 
Let us do it as He did it.

The postoffice department decided the 
other day to make a new experim ent in 
the rural free delivery system, which ii- 
in effect the establishm ent of a travel­ 
ing postoffice. Some tim e ago a resident 
of W estminster, Md., wrote to the de­ 
partment offering to build such a post­ 
office, to be drawn by two horses aud 
to establish a system between West­ 
m inster and the surrounding villages, 
covering a distance of 30 miles, for 
#1,376 a year 
The plan was accepted 
recently. 
The wagon w ill be sim ilar to the 
postoffice wagons in use in the cities. 
The postman w ill start from W estmin­ 
ster in the morning and visit a number 
of sm all towns in the vicinity, collect­ 
ing and delivering m ail en route. 
Any 
fanner livin g w ithin two m iles of the 
road along which the wagon passes Will 
be allowed to pluce a letter box at the 
roadside, iii which his mail can be de­ 
posited by the carrier, and from which 
the cairier w ill take the outgoing mail. 
At several sm all places where there is 
no postoffice a number of boxes w ill be 
pat up w hich w ill practically foim an 
autom atic postoffice. 
The inventor of the scheme w ill act 
as 
postmaster aud w ill sell stamps, 
money orders, etc., stamp letters and 
assort them for the m ails. 
W hile driv j 
iug out in the morning he w ill assort 
the m ail for delivery, aud when return i 
ing be w ill prepare it to be placed on 
the train. 
He expects to burely make , 
expenses, but the government w ill pay 
him a royalty on all sim ilar waguus 
should the scheme tie put in general 
operation. 
It is believed that by this 
method much more work can be douo 
than by a single carrier.-r-Ntw York
